Some people have complained about 
the cost of relief given to farmers in 
the drought areas, 

Recently I had an opportunity of 
investigating this matter. At dif- 
ferent points which had _ suffered 
from successive years of poor crops 
I asked a number of men and women 
how they had survived. They replied, 
“We could not have survived had it 
not been for Government relief.” 

‘One Friday evening I visited a 
country dance. Some 200 boys and 
girls and their elders were there. By 
chance I met the official in charge of 
relief, “What ‘yardsticks’ do you use 
in giving relief,” I asked, “See the 
good spirits and courage of all these 
people,” he answered, “Most of them 
up to three months ago had been on 
relief for years. Look at those sturdy 
youngsters, physically sound. with 
keen alert minds. They are the ‘yard- 
sticks’ we use. Some of those Jads 
will join the army. and others will 
produce foodstuffs and al! are in wood 
physical and mental condition to do 
valuable and meeded work for Canada 
during this war time,” 

My own conclusion is that the ad- 
ministration of relief has been well 
dene; that the money spent has been 
a splendid investment which will re- 
turn handsome dividends to Canada 
in fine healthy ‘boys and girls—in 
loyal citizenship.

THE CAREFUL DRIVER 


The following sugestions relate tc 
the proper equipment and mainten- 
ance of vehicles and to safe driving 
oractices for winter driving. Slipper 
voads and poor visibility cause a huge 
increase in fatal traffic accident 
during winter months To help yov 
drive safely this winter, theAlberta 
Safety League suggest 12 rules: 

Check, over your car, especiall) 
electrical and exhaust systems, wind- 
shield wiper, brakes, defroster anc 
chains, 

Maintain adequate vision throug! 
windshield and windows. 

Use the cow! ventilator to circu 
late fresh air, because open windows: 
lone tend to suck exhaust fume 
through the floorboards, 

On slippery pavements keep thc 
speed down and car in gear, 

Avoid situations requiring quich 
stops and sudden turns, 

Chains are recommended for driv- 
ing on ice and snow, But even with 
chains or abrasives on the surface 
speed above 20 miles an hour on ice 
is hazardous. 

Slow down approaching 
with or without chains. 

Anticipate ice on bridges, in shad- 
ed spots, around curves and over 
hills, even though most of the pave- 
ment is dry, 

Start and accelerate slowly to 
avoid spinning the wheels, 

Pump the brakes when stopping to 
avoid locking the wheels, 

If a skid starts, turn the 
wheels in the direction the 
wheels are skidding. 

Shorten trips and stop often to re- 
lax when conditions are bad.

Average Consumption On Canadian’! 
Farms Has Been Tabulated 

An excerpt from a report by the | 
Economics Division, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, shows the! 
consumption of milk in Canadian 
farm homes—whole milk, skim milk! 
and buttermilk. 

According to the report the aver- 
}age daily consumption of whole milk 
per person in the 1,823 farm house- | 
holds studied throughout Canada was| 
1.09 pints, but there was a consider-| 
able range in the average consump- 
tion rate in the different provinces. 

Consumption was highest in Sas-! 
| katchewan, 1.46 pints, and lowest in| 
New Brunswick, 0.09 pint. This con- 
sumption rate of 1.09 for the farm, 
homes of Canada compares fairly 
closely with the daily per capita con-| 


tived at in a former survey by the 
Economics Division. In the latest) 
survey more than a third, 35.36 per|

‘Treaeuts Tomb 


Discovery Of Rare Importance Is 
Made In England 
The full story of what is now 


shown to be the greatest archacologi- 
cal discovery of recent times has 
been revealed in a typewritten state- 
ment issued in the peaceful Suffolk 
town of Woodbridge. 

It describes in detail the treasures 
--objects of gold and silver, many 
studded with diamonds and other 
precious stones—found in the 1,400- 
years-old royal “funeral-ship” buried 
on a hilltop at Sutton Hoo, near 
Woodbridge. 

The statement is drawn up by C, 
W. Phillips, a Fellow of Selwyn Col- 
| lege, Cambridge, who has been super- 
intending the excavations for the 
Office of Works in London. 

He emphasises that the highest 
|importance is attached to the dis- 
covery because this is the first time 
| any ship burial, found in either Bri- 
tain of Scandinavia, had not been 
plundered. 

These riches of Anglo-Saxon Eng- 
land uncovered by the excavators in- 
clude arms, chain mail, jewels and 


clothing. 

They mark a discovery far more 
|important than the most sanguine 
hopes of the archaeologists and 
| scientists who have been eagerly 
awaiting news of the finds,’ it is 
| stated. 


They have brought-across the cen- 
|}turies a wealth of well-preserved 
articles of beauty and domestic use 
| such as probably has been equalled 
only by the tomb of King Tut-Ankh 
Amen in Egypt. 

They almost certainly belonged to 
a member of a ruling family in the 
little known days of Anglo-Saxon 
England. It is possible that this was 
the grave of King Raedwald, nick- 
|named ‘“Raedwald the Cautious’ be- 
| cause he is believed to have followed 
Christianity and® Paganism at the 
same time. 
| A name scratched in Runic letters 
on the back of one of the golden ob- 
jects is to be the subject of the most 
searching examination, 

The solid gold ornaments of the 
dead man’s belt are so heavy that 
they could have been made only for 
;a man of great physical strength, 
while a lovely silver salver three feet 
across is such that only a_ strong 
man could have carried. 

Armour placed in the tomb for the 
dead man’s journey over the Sea of 
/the Dead is elaborate and ornate, 
| There is a large iron sword with a 
pommel and handgrip studded with 
gold and gems. Then there are the 
remains of an fron helmet with a 
bronze facepiece cast to represent a 
nose, mouth and moustache, This 
also was decorated with thin gold 
and silver.

Also found in the tomb were the 
remajns of elaborately decorated 
shields and an iron axe with a long 
handle and heavily decorated suit of 
chain-mail, There were also bunches 
of spears of various types. 

But at the spot where the body 
apparently lay were found the great 
treasures of the ancient jeweller’s art, 
including the massive gold buckle, 
armlets of solid gold, gold ingots and 
ancient coins,
